W hen the time for the vote is set the 
house will be notified and the house 
managers and Judge Archbald's attor­ 
neys will have the opportunity to wit­ 
ness the final decision as to whether 
or not the accused jurist shall be re­ 
moved from office. 
The full penalty that may he Im ­ 
posed by the senate includes not only 
removal from office, but disbarment of 
Judge Archhald from ever holding any 
position of public trust in the future 
Separate votes w ill have to he taken 
on each of the thirteen articles of im­ 
peachment. 
A two-thirds vote will he necessary 
to convict Judge Archibald upon any 
of the counts against him. 
Two new 
senators, J. N\ Heiskell of Arkansas 
and R . M. Johnston of Texas, who 
have not heard the arguments of the 
ease, will not vote; and two vacan­ 
cies exist, one from Illinois and one 
from Colorado.
